Soldiers quarter- 
ed in the installation said that the summer training program had been terminated 
in late October 1953. The winter training program was allegedly scheduled to commence 
on 1 December 1953. She reconditioning of the billets of the instruction company 
which belonged to the Fricks unit was postponed as the Instruction company was sche- 
duled soon to be disbanded and to be divided up to the other four companies of the 

Fricke unit*

v. On 18 December 1953, service activities in the installation include^ instruction 
with all units prior to 9 % and after 9 & «su , , of motor vehicles 

and pontoons., making of timber and general fatigue -duty for cadre personnel, 
basic training without weapons, saluting exercises, individual drill and drill 
at squad-level for recruits* The recruits were members of very young classes, who 
had arrived at the installation in small groups in late November 1953 * ^ 

8* In mid -December 1953, vehicles and engineer equipment counted in the installation 
included 70 to 3C trucks, 3 sedans, 1 crane truck, 1 repair-shop truck and 30 to 
35 pontoons* The motor vehicles were in motor-vehicle storage sheds and under 
shed-roofs in the northern section of the installation. The pontoons were stored 
beside the motor-vehicle storage sheds «

11. From 11 November 1953 to 1 January 1954, two engineer units, allegedly, two engineer 
oattalions, were still stationed, at Fuenfeichen, Prior to early December 3953, the 
total personnel serving with the two units was estimated at 500 soldiers including 
numerous replacements apparently assigned to the units at that time* On 6 December 
1953, 200 men, who seemed to b® newcomers, marched through the city area. From 
25 December 1953' to 1 January 1954, numdbus soldiers of the unit were on leave*' 2
